LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Pastor Martin Luther Johnson, Ph.D. Neptune, New Jersey 


We often hear it said by the members of the 
Church Of God In Christ at each level of leadership 
and followship that this is the greatest church in the 
world. And only a non-committed, uninformed and 
disloyal “‘member’’ of the Church would disagree 
as to the greatness of this Church. However, 
greatness is a relative term and would need some 
boast of our greatness and uniqueness with a new 
sense of vim, vigor and vitality. We say it with grow- 
ing enthusiasm, a deep sense of commitment and, 
with high hope and expectations. I’m not sure that 
we are totally wrong in expecting greater things for 
our Church. For the Church as a dynamic, non- 
static organism must continue to bring about new 
life, ministries and possibilities for current and for 
unborn generations. 

It seems safe to say that we make such a bold pro- 
clamation in the light of our historic past, our very 
positive present and our optimism for our spiritual, 
economic and systemic future. Our ultimate goal is 
to become that “‘Glorious Church, without spot or 
wrinkle, washed in the blood of the Lamb.’ The 
Church Of God In Christ is the product of more than 
eighty years of growth and development, failures 
and successes, revampings and reorganization. 
These failures and successes, have been largely due 
to the quality of leadership and the commitment of 
follows. The Church Of God In Christ has not been 
exempted from those failures and successes, nor 
has it been exempted by the times in which we live 
from its responsibilities and divine mandate to be 
the Church in this world. 

To provide a framework in which the Church Of 
God in Christ can ‘Let the Church be the Church”’ 
in this world, the founding fathers of the Church 
developed and passed on to posterity a system of 

government and doctrine through which we might 
be loyal to our spiritual, political and historical 
heritage. They bequeathed to us three branches of 
government: the Executive, Legislative and the 
Judicial. This political structure allows is to make 
and express laws and doctrine, to execute those 
laws and enforce doctrines, to determine the con- 
stitutionality of our behavior. 
co 


The General Assembly is the chief law making, 
doctrinal expressing body of our Church. It is self- 
explanatory that this body engages itself in mak- 
ing laws, rules and regulations that govern our 
Church and the total membership. This rule applies 
to both doctrine and polity, or government. There 
should never be any confusion as to the power, 
authority and area of responsibility of the General 
Assembly and its constitutional mandate. The 
General Assembly (as does the Congress of the 
United States) has the sole responsibility of the 
General Assembly and its Constitutional mandate. 
The General Assembly (as does the Congress of the 
United States) has the sole responsibility of the Ex- 
ecutive (as does the President of the United States) 
body to execute the laws enacted by the General 
Assembly. The point I wish to make is that The 
General Assembly is not solely responsible for en- 
forcing, that is the responsibility of the General 
Board. Chaos develops when one branch of our 
Church’s system of checks and balances encroaches 
on the territory of the other. 

Article III, apart I-A-B, section A-1 (a-e), of our 
Church Constitution specifies the role of the 
General Board. It is seldom that conflict develops 
between each delegate and General Board member, 
the conflict of authority usually develops between 
the heads of branches. The sole function of the 
Chairman of the General Assembly is specified in 
Article III, part I, section B-4 (a-e) of the Constitu- 
tion. He is to chair the General Assembly, not to ex- 
ecute the laws enacted by the General Assembly. 
He is not equal in power to the President of the 
General Board. The Chairman of the General 
Assembly might be an Elder, but the President of 
the General Board must be a Jurisdictional Bishop 
and a member of the General Board. Therefore, 
while the Chairman of the General Assembly might 
preside over a branch of government, he might also 
be an Elder and, thus subordinate to the position of 
Presiding Bishop. It would be wholesome for our

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SELECT HISTORY COMMITTEE 
MAKES ADVANCEMENT 


Presiding Bishop Louis Henry Ford recently created 
a select committee for developing the history of the 
Church Of God In Christ. During the UNAC-5 a plan- 
ning and strategy meeting was conducted by Bishop 
Ithiel Clemmons, the committee chair. The meeting 
was a general review and planning session to discuss 
the recent executive committee meeting. That ex- 
ecutive committee composed of Bishop I. Clemmons, 
Elder J. Austin, Bro. A. Westbrook, Dr. Robert 
Franklin, Bishop Norman Quick, Dr. D. Daniels and 
Elder A.Z. Hall informed the entire committee that Dr. 
G. Wilmore will serve as special consultant for the 
project. 

The Projects objective were delineated during the 
San Francisco meeting. Chairman Clemmons reveal- 
ed the objectives as firstly, to research and write a series 
of volumes on the history of the Church Of God In 
Christ that will inform and enlighten persons inside and 
outside of the denomination. Secondly, to train a com- 
mittee of amateur church historians to conduct oral in- 
terviews, sample materials, to recover lost, hidden and 
unused papers, records, minutes, photos in all the 
jurisdictions of the Church Of God In Christ. Thirdly, 
to bring together the compiled data in a series of 
Regional Histories. Fourthly, to identify a primary 
writing team and consultant. Lastly to review, assess, 
and update past written histories. 

The project’s time table was announced in two phases. 
Phase I, a 1991 completion for publishing and 
distributing a Social History of the Church Of God In 
Christ by the Chairman, Bishop Ithiel Clemmons. Part 
2 of Phase I, a 1990-1992 compiling research, photos and 
oral interviews. Phase II, as a 1992-1993 timetable 
where preparing text and revisions of a Departmental 
Development History of the Church Of God In Christ, 
(An anthology by several authors, each author writing 
a chapter on the organizing of a particular department.) 
Again this phase will entail compiling research, photos 
and oral interviews.

- UNAC-5 IN-TRAINING 


Elder Jerry Macklin and staff provided San Fran- 
cisco and UNAC with a bigger and better curriculum, 
and offered it to the saints during the United National 
Auxiliaries Convention. Training is an element of the 
UNAC agenda and has been since the ministries incep- 
tion. This year Bishop F-E. Perry and the executive 
staff desired to achieve even greater training cur- 
riculums.

WHY SOME SAINTS 
NEVER RECEIVE THEIR 
PHYSICAL HEALING 


Many line the altar requesting prayer for physical 
healing from arthritis, high blood cholesterol, high 
blood sugar, overweight, stomach ailments such as 
constipation, diarrhea, and/or ulcers. Many call in- 
to the radio and/or television broadcast requesting 
prayer to be delivered from the above physical 
ailments. After prayer, many go to the church din- 
ing hall and order ham, greasy greens with fat back, 
macaroni and cheese, soda, and a slice of cake. After 
evening service and more prayer for physical heal- 
ing from the above physical ailments, out to the 
restaurant they go. After that they are not too 
hungry, they order coffee with sugar, fried chicken, 
french fries, soda, a slice of pie, and a doggy bag. 

While attending service during the week, they get 
into the prayer line requesting God to heal them from 
the arthritis, high blood cholesterol, high blood 
sugar, overweight, stomach ailments such as con- 
stipation, diarrhea, and/or ulcers. Their diet during 
the week usually consist of: 

Breakfast - eggs, bacon, biscuits, and coffee 
Snack - coffee and/or soda 

Lunch - ham and/or turkey sandwich on white flour 
bread with soda and cookies 

Snack - soda with cookies 

Dinner - fried (chicken, fish, or pork chops), rice, 
string beans and a soda 

Snack - piece of cake and a soda 

Prayer line, after prayer line, after prayer line, until 
either the minister is worn out from praying for 
physical deliverance and/or the saints begin to leave 
this earthly tabernacle because of colon cancer, 
massive heart failure, and/or strokes. How sad it is 
to know that we feed our dogs and cats better than 
we feed the temple of God. Very, very few of us would 
ever keep our dog and/or cat up half the night, drink 


ing coffee, eating fried foods, and relying on four 
hours of rest. 

Many saints suffer physical ailments because they 
refuse to take responsibility for their health. Psalms 
139:13 & 14 states the following: ‘For thou hast 
possessed my reins: thou hast covered me in my 
mother’s womb. I will praise thee for I am fearfully 
and wonderfully made: marvellous are thy works; 
and that my soul knoweth well.’ 

When God made our bodies, he made it to be 
strong, healthy and full of vitality. Why is it then that 
many of us suffer from arthritis, high blood 
cholesterol, high blood sugar, overweight, and 
stomach ailments? Even after we have prayed and 
have had others pray for God to heal us we still suf- 
fer physical disease, why? 

There are ten main reasons why some saints will 
never receive their physical healing: 

1) They do not drink enough pure water. (32-96 
fluid ounces per day is the proper amount) 

2) They do not eat enough fruits and vegetables. 
(should make up 50-75% of the total diet) 

3) They eat too much red meat. (Proper meat in- 
take should be fish, chicken, soy bean, and turkey.) 
4) They consume way too much white sugar. (In 
the early 1900’s America consumed 10-20 pounds 
of white sugar per person per year. In 1988 America 
consumed 100-130 pounds of white sugar per per- 
son per year.) : 

5) They consume white enriched flour that clogs 
up their digestive tract. (They should eat high grades 
of fiber breads such as wheat, rye, and/or 
pumpernickel.) 

6) They buy cheap over the counter vitamins, sup- 
plements and skin care products that are filled with 
fillers and do nothing for the body. 

7) They depend on pills and other medication to 
bring them back to health within 24 hours after they 
have abused their bodies for 20-40 years. (I challenge 
everyone that now take medication for any of the 
above physical conditions to buy a consumer guide 
drug book and you will be shocked to read about the 
side affects.) 

8) They do not know the proper way to clean out 
their digestive tract so that proper absorption of 
needed vitamins, and supplements from their food 
can take place. (Poison from the digestive tract can 
weaken the heart and cause skin problems, irritate 
the lungs, cause pain in joints, cause hemorrhoids, 
constipation, fatigue the body, reduce mental capaci- 
ty, and cause premature aging.) 

9) Many Pastors and Church leaders are not in- 
terested in health care for themselves, their families 
and their congregation(s). (Many pastors and church 
leaders suffer from many if not all of the above 
conditions.) 

10) They depend on insurance companies to 
pay for their health problems. (Because of the 
rising cost of health care, insurance companies will 
be raising their deductibles to $1000- $2000. What 
this means is that you must pay the first 
$1000-$2000 before they will pay anything toward 
your health care.) 

John 3:2 states, “‘Beloved, I wish above all things 
that thou mayest prosper and be in health, even as 
thy soul prospereth.”’ 

As I travel around the country teaching health 
principles, I try to leave this impression on the minds 
of the saints. ‘“The altar should be filled with sinners 
and those seeking the Holy Ghost instead of saints 
with high blood cholesterol, high blood pressure, 
overweight, and stomach ailments, who refuse to 
take care of the temple of God.’ 

Saints of God, let us take a more active role in our 
healthcare. We should learn how to: 

* Properly feed our children so they can be men- 
tally alert in school. 

* Properly feed our husbands and wives that they 
may be strong and healthy. 

* Properly feed our church leaders that they may 
be like Moses physically when he advanced in age. 
* Properly feed the household of faith so that they 
may stay free from arthritis, high blood cholesterol, 
high blood sugar, overweight, and stomach ailments. 
* Learn about 100% natural products that we can 
use to put in and on our bodies.

PERCENTAGE OF 
BORN AGAIN CHRISTIANS 
IN AMERICA 


Besides the efforts of evangelists, parachurch 
ministries, and local churches, the percentage of 
American adults who are born again Christians is no 
different now than in 1982. Thirty-four percent of 
all Americans born again — that is, they have made 
a personal commitment to Jesus Christ, and say they 
will go to Heaven because they have confessed their 
sins and accepted Christ as their savior. 

This finding is part of a new study to be released 
in February by the Barna Research Group. The 
Christian Retail Profile Survey is a com- 


prehensive examination of the current and potential 
market for Christian products. 

Sixty-two percent of all respondents to the national 
survey said they had made a personal commitment 
to Jesus Christ that is still important in their lives to- 
day. However, among people who have made a com- 
mitment to Christ, only 55% believed they will go to 
Heaven because they have accepted Christ as their 
personal savior (which is the basis of the‘‘born 
again’ belief structure). Most of the rest felt they will 
go to Heaven because they have lived a good life, 
because they have obeyed the Ten Commandments, 
or because all people will go to Heaven. Others who 
said they had made this commitment were unsure 
what will happen when they die. 

The survey also brought to light a number of 
demographic differences within the born again 
Christian population. The findings showed that 
women are more likely to be born again than are men 
(39% to 29%). While 41% of all respondents with a 
gross annual household income of less that $20,000 
were born again, 35% of middle income people 
($20,000 to under $40,000) were born again, and 
32% of respondents with a higher income had ac- 
cepted Christ as savior. 

The age group least likely to include born again 
Christians was 18 to 24 year olds (25% were born 
again). The people most likely to be born again were 
in the 45 to 64 age group (39%). 

Overall, 46% of the self-described Protestants in 
the study said they had accepted Christ as savior, 
while 20% of the Catholics had. Forty-three percent 
of the Catholic respondents said they had not made 
a personal commitment to Christ that was still im- 
portant to them today (compared to 30% of the 
Protestants). 

George Barna, president of the Barna Research 
Group, notes that although the percentage of born 
again Christians in America has not changed since 
1982, the raw numbers have, due to overall popula- 
tion growth. ‘‘Because there are more adults in 
America now than in 1982, the actual number of 
born again adults is higher,’ Barna said. ‘Right now, 
we estimate that about 60 million adults in the U.S. 
are born again.” 

Barna encouraged the local church to examine its 
priorities when it comes to evangelism and outreach. 
“Our previous studies have demonstrated that only 
5% of the average church budget is devoted to 
evangelism, while 30% is committed to buildings and 
maintenance. It’s not surprising to find no change 
in the percentage of Christians in America, consider- 
ing the budget priorities of churches.” 

The study also confirmed that involvement in a 
local church does not necessarily mean that a per- 
son is born again. Only 48% of the respondents who 
attend church were born again Christians. In fact, 
among people who were involved in a leadership 
position in their church, 58% were born again, while 
15% had not even made a personal commitment to 
Christ. “‘So often, we will see someone who is involv- 
ed in ‘Christian’ activities, and never question 
whether that person really understands what it’s all 
about,’ Barna explained. ‘“‘We need to realize that 
just because a person goes to church or reads Chris- 
tian material does not mean that he or she is a Chris- 
tian. Born again Christians need to be more open to 
discussing their faith, even with other people who 
would appear to be part of that faith.” 

The Christian Retail Profile Survey will be 
released in February by the Barna Research Group, 
an independent, full-service marketing research firm 
in Glendale, California. The survey was conducted 
among a national, representative sample of 1,205 
adults, with a total sample accuracy of + or - 4 
percentage points at the 95% confidence level. For 
further information about the study, contact the 
Barna Research Group at 818-500-8481.

Officers of each branch of government to follow the clear- 
ly defined guidelines of the Constitution. 

There have been numerous attempts to equate our 
civil governmental structure to that of the United States 
government structure: Executive (the President), the 
Legislative (Congress) and the Judiciary (the Supreme 
Court). While our Church’s structure is similar on a broad 
base, it does not hold true in procedure and function. 
An example of difference in procedures and functions 
is that in the Systems of Checks and Balances in the 
National governmental structure, the members of the 
Judiciary are appointed by the Executive Branch and 
are subject to the approval of the Senate, but our 
Judiciary is appointed by the General Assembly and 
must also have its approval. The point I wish to make 
is that our system of Checks and Balances does not follow 
true-to-form the system of the Federal government. 

A significant and general concern among the voting 
constituency of the General Assembly is the apparent 
attempt by other branches to tread on unconstitutional 
territory. Therefore, committees have been appointed 
with very little, or no results being realized. It is ob- 
vious that our next move is to appoint a new commit- 
tee to study the problems of too many committees. We 
have been led into a confusing bureaucracy that threatens 
to stifle the Church’s growth and its need to focus on, 
and challenge the issues of our day. For whatever the 
situation of our church, we are all responsible for not 
only its situation, but also for its resolution. 

The General Assembly is a mechanism of the Church 
that is specifically designed to provide guidance and 
a sense of direction in times of difficulty and peace. One 
of the most critical positions in our Church is that of 
Chairman of the General Assembly. It is even more 
critical that the Chairman has both the understanding 
of the Constitution of our Church and the ability to pro- 
perly execute the mandates prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion. The Chairman, with the assistance of the parliamen- 
tarians, must properly interpret the Constitution and 
ensure its equitable application. Each member of the 
General Assembly has one vote regardless of title or 
position. No delegate is entitled to speak more than once 
on the same issue or question until each delegate who 
desires to speak is given an opportunity. 

No delegate is entitled to speak until properly recogniz- 
ed by the Chairman. The Chairman is bound by 
Parliamentary Law to act on each motion properly made 
and seconded. The Chairman must not allow confusion 
and disarray to develop among delegates. The Chair- 
man is responsible for clearing all points of order and 
questions of the law himself or to refer them to parliamen- 
tary experts for a decision. The Chairman must avoid 
becoming embroiled in conflicts, floor flights and, must 
remain impartial, nonpartisan and neutral at all times. 
The Chairman must not take sides with any delegates 
or delegations publicly. The Chairman neither introduces 
nor votes on any issue or legislation before the house, 
except in the case of a tie vote. Should he decide to do 
so, he must relinquish the Chair to a competent assis- 
tant, take a position on the floor and compete for the 
attention of the temporary Chairman as any other 
member of the Assembly. However, caution should be 
exercised on the part of the Chairman before personally 
getting involved in discussions and floor fights. The 
primary and sole function of the Chairman of the General 
Assembly is to chair the Assembly, carry out the proper 
motions of the delegates, and maintain order in the Assembly. 

It seems to me that if the procedures as are stipulated 
in our Constitution are adhered to, our Church might 
very well be in position to enter into serious discussion 
of current issues that effect our Church, and provided 
doctrinal positions and statements as to our future 
behavior and practices. The delegates are very much 
aware of their Constitutional prerogatives to ensure that 
the General Assembly has as its Chairman a person 
whose sole goal is to ensure honesty, fairness, and equali- 
ty during each and all sessions of the General Assembly.
